GRAY’'S THEFT. 


How the Robbery Was Accomplished—An 


Accomplice, 
Boston, August 22.—A high official 
of the Atlantic mills, the corporation 


which had its money stolen by William Gray, 
Jr., threw some light today on the manage. 
ment of the affairs of the corporation, and ex- 
plained in part why it was that so large a sum 
, could be stolen, 


He said: 
“Mr. Gray was practically absolute as treas- 


urer of the Atlantic and the Indian Orchard 
mills. Coming of a stock of unquestioned in- 


tegrity, and looked upon, for various reasons, 
as one of the strongest men in the city, his 


actions were accepted as correct without a 
word of hesftation. Itis true, though it has 
not been stated, that Gray’s peculations began 
somewhere about 1881: but this fact was: 
learned only ‘after the shock of last 
Saturday and Monday, when the books were 
overbauled and the crookedness traced back. 
Gray carried on his thefts in this way: As 
treasurer of the Atlentic mill he would lend 
a large sum of money to the Indian Orchard 
mill. It then being on the aécount of the In- 
dian Orchard mill, he would make use of it 
for himself. He wold also lend from the In- 
dian Orchard mill to the Atlantic, and then as 
he continued to do this the officials of each 
mill would suppose that the other was all 
right. Thebook-keepers could not tell that 
the acts of their supcrior were not proper, and 
eo by some ingenious twisting of accounts 
which even yet has not veen fully explained, 
he contrived to use the money as he wished.”’ 

“But bow is it that the auditor did not dis- 
cover that something was wrong!”’ 

I hardly know myself. I think, though, 
ibat the auditor knew that the accounts wers 
not straight, but that for some time he said 
nothirgaboutit. Why? Well, because he 
understood that it was his duty to admit the 
accounts of thetreasurer’s clerks and not of 
the treasurer. LBrtassoonas he found ont 
that it was his business to look after the 
treasurer’s accounts he did so, and the result 
«es that meeting last Saturday which called 
Mr. Gray to account, and which he did not 
care face again Monday, though he promised 
to Go so,” 

A matter whichis in the air is brought 


up by the question now asked 
on ail sides, “Did not Gray have 
an accomplice?’ It is rumored that he 
cid. It isnot believed either bythe detect- 


ives or the business men that he could have 
dcneas he did without one. The books of the 
two mills have been kept at one headquarters, 
separately, although jointly asa big business 
sccount, It is given out from an inside sources 
tha. the well-founded opinion isthat none 
other than oneofthe bookkeepers has been 
for a long time in coNusion with Gray, and 
that one bas profited by theaid ofthe other. 
Developments on this point are expected 
soon, 


NO CONFESSION MADE, 


The Names of Mingo Jack’s Lynchers Not 
Revealed. 

EATONTOWN, N. J., August 22—The au- 
thonties of Monmouth county, N.J, are no 
nearer to a discovery of the lynchers of Mingo 
Jack than they were in March last, and seem 
to baveabandoned all effort to find the mur- 
derere, “Rhere is a ripple of excitement in 
this village just at present owing toa false re- 
port published in a New York morning paper 
several daysago, and repeated in the evening 
papers of today, that Joseph Anderson, who 
lett town the morning of the muraer and re- 
turned _ to his home about three 
verks ago, where ~he has since been 
confined with typhoid malaria, had, on the 
veisgeof death, confessed that he took part ia 
the crime and revealed the names of his ac- 
eon plices, many of whom are prominent citi- 
zers of the village. The excitement, howav- 
er, is not due to the ‘ confession,’ which every 
one here believes was never made, hut is di- 
rected toward theauthor of the false state 
meut, for whom they threaten to make things 
lively when he is discovered. The story 
was prebably founded upon the fact that law- 
yer Jemes Steen. who assisted the prosecution 
atthe coioner’s investigation, and believes 
that Anderson hada hand in the lynching, 
Fent word to assistant prosecutor Swartz that 
Anderson was likely to die and might confess, 
and was afterward told by Mr. Swartz that he 
bad sent the coroner to see Anderson. 

Anderson’s father said that his son had not 
me@ea confession, and that during the de- 
jirium of the fever he had not even mentioned 
the name of the dead negro. The reason 
which young Anderson has always given for 
leaving home was that having thrashed the 
negro for insulting him some time previous 
tothe tragedy he believed that he would be 
snepected of a part in his taking off, 
and left townto avoidthe trouble and an- 
noyance of a prosecution. 

Dr. Beach, his attending physician, said 
today that his patient was convalescen‘, and 
only needed time to fully recover his 
strength.

AN BLECTRIC IRISHMAN. 


Peculiar Sensations of a Man Who Has 
Been Shocked by Lightning. 
LovUISVILLE, Ky., August 22.—David Lind- 
ley is an old Jrishman who lives on Milk 
street. He is possessed of a singular affliction. 
About four years ago he was standing under a 
tree at Winter's Gap, East Tennessee, when a 
violent storm came up. The tree was struck 
by lightning and felled to the ground, Lind- 
ley was rendered unconscious by the shock, 
but ctherwise was uninjured. During every 
electrical storm since he has expe- 
rienced: a peculiar tingling all over his 
bedy similar to that produced by an 
electrical battery. When the storm ceases the 
eensati n leaves him, and is not again felt un- 
tilanother storm. Any person can receiyea 
slight shock by catching hold of his hands 
during astoim. Itis frequently tried by his 
neighbors, by whom he is considered a mag- 
netic wonder. Mr. Lindley’s health isin no 
wise impaired by the electricity, and he is of 
the opinion that it benetits him. Yesterday 
during the storm the shock was much greater 
then usual. and the effects have not entirely 
left him. He has a constant fear of the light- 
ring, and dreads the approach of a storm.

THE CARDINAL'S LETTER 


TASCHEREAU TO THE CANADIAN 
BISHOPS. 


The Decision of the Roman Oatholic Church Against 
the Knights of Labor—What American 
Knights Think of tne Effect of the De- 
cree—Other Labor Notes, Bte. 


New York, August 22.—([Special.]—Caridi- 
nal Taschereau’s letter to the Canadian bish- 
ope, sfiirming the decision of the Roman 
church against the Knights of Labor, creates 
no alarm among the leaders here. In course 
of a long conversation on the significance and 
effect of the church’s attitude, Master Work- 
men T. B. Maguire said: 

“The Roman Catholic clergy in the United 
States are almost uniformly in favor of our or- 
ganization. Many of them have openly ex- 
preesed their satisfaction with our work, and 
have co-operated with us in securing the ends 
we aim to reach.- The priest at East St. Louis 
said fiom the pulpit that the Knights of Labor 
bad done more towards improving the moral 
welfare of the people in his district than any 
agency outside of the church. You could 
not expect a clergyman to say more than that. 
Cardinal Gibbons himself has said, when 
speaking of the order: ‘I see no objection to 
workingmen organizing for the improvement 
of their condition, as long as_ they 
do not act contrary to the ten- 
ets ofthe church, now weare not in aay 
eense, however, slight opposed to the church. 
We are seeking toeffectthe same ends that 
the church is, but in ourown way. We ia 
ceavor to abolish poverty, and with that 
gone there will be as we contend no incentive 
for crime and therefore nosin, The charch 
is opposed to secret organizations that have a 
religious form of their own,or a service that 
may have afreligious significance. There is 
nothing of the kind in the knights; we have 
certain pass words, but they have exclusively 
an educational significance, and no form or 
ritual of the order could be construed as be- 
ing religious. Why, we are so far non secta- 
rien that we havesucceeded several times ia 
quelling disputes between working men 
when the trouble arose out of religious dif- 
ferences. We have in one case at least pre- 
vented a riot between Orangemen and Cath- 
olics. The clergy freely acknowledge today 
thet we, the working men, have less quarrels 
among ourseives than we used to. So 
in every fway,I say, weare in harmony 
with the church, Our constitution and ritual 
are ready for inspection by mes 4 clerical au- 
thority, whenever they may be asked for. 
Now, as to the cause of Taschereau’s letter. 
TheKnights of Labor inCanada is a convenient 
and natural medium for the propagation of 
democratic doctrine. Notthatthe order de- 
liberately attempts to alienate the vatriotic 
impulees of its members, but the things a man 
necessarily learns wheu he becomes a knight, 
if be did not know them before, makes him an 
oppenent of movarchical institutions and leads 
bim to favor all things that may tend to en- 
large his individual freedom. What is the 
result in Canada? Why, nearly every kuight 
in the provinces expects, sooner or later, to 
see this country annex Canada, and looks 
forward hopefully to the time when that great 
political act shall be consummated. As 
I understand it, the priests of the 
church are required to use their influence 
to preserve existing inatitutions in the coun- 
try where they may be located, and Tascher- 
eau, eeeing the inevitable drift of the Knights 
of Labor ideas, has taken this step as a protec: 
tive measure for the monarchy. He is aristo- 
cratic in bis own impulses and so are many of 
the Cenadian clergy, buton this side of the 
line it is very different. The priests are more 
closely allied tothe common people socailed, 
and so are in sympathy with our order. They 
bave no monarchica! institutions to maintain 
here, and they see that while in Canada we 
might justly be termed radicals, here we are 
truly conservatives.” 

“What will be the effect of the cardinal’s 
action in Canada?” 

“TI suppose the bishops to whom the letter is 
addressed will have to take some formal ac- 
tien from the pulpit, such as a warning to the 
children of the church not to jointhe knights. 
A few members will withdraw, bat they will 
be very few. I am inclined to think that the 
order at large will be strengthened by the 
oprosition of the church. Now many of the 
ce pitalistic class who oppose us cry to their 
P: otc stant employes, ‘Here, you don’t want to 


join that order; T. V. Powderly is a Catholic, 


and it’s a Catholic organization.’ Such utter- 
ances have in the past, I think, really kept 
scme prejudiced, unthinking men from coming 
in. If any one was to investigate us candidly 
he would see, of course, that there is no ques- 
tion whatever of religion in the knights; but 
it bas been raised by ourenemies, Now that 
the church shows some opposition to us, men 
can say, ‘Here, the knights is in disfavor with 
the Roman church; we cansafely join.’ I feel 
very confident tbat the percentage of loss even 
in Capada will be more than overcome by new 
accessions as a direct result of the clerical de- 
punciation.” 

‘And in this country ?’ 

“Here we shall suffer nothing. There has 
been no complaint from the district of the 
church on this side of the line, and consequent- 
ly the clergy will not feel called upon to move 
against the order, as Cardinal Taschereau puts 
it. Asamatter of fact the church is liable to 
iv flict no little injury upon iteelf by this pro- 
ceeding. There are lots cf men who are luke- 
warm in regard to religion, who think they 
can see that all churches are for the rich and 
not for the poor. When they see the church 
taking ground against an institution that they 
have found to be managed in their interest, 
they will say ‘I told you! the church is the 
backer of monopoly and oppression,’ and they 
will forthwith go into the atheistic camp. Its 
a little bit odd, isn’t it? that the knights 
should meet the opposition of the church and 
the revolutionary socialist for ostensibly the 
same re2zson--—becatse we have a eecret orzani- 
vatiov? But weare not so secret as some try 
to make us out. Just enough so to keep our 
business to ourselves.” 

One of the most influential leaders of the 
knights who wished to avoid publicity, was 
very outspoken in private about the action of 
the ce He is a Catholic, but denies the 
right of any religious or other organiza‘ion to 
dictate to him as to the conduct of his secular 
interests as far as they are bound up ia the 
knights. He voiced a sentiment that is grow- 
ing daily in the wage earning community when 
be said: “J rejoice at every event that serves 
to show more clearly the subordinate po- 
sition of the working men. The Mis- 
scuri courts have decided that anybody can 
pintand nse the K, of L. label; it is a tech- 
nieal construction of the law by which we are 
cheated of the protection that we supposed we 
acquired wheu we copyrighted our label. The 
courts attempt to wrest our most powerful 
weapon (the boycott) from our hands. rhe 
ebureh turnsits face against us. All these 
make our struggle to rise from indastrial 
slavery the barder. No matter; all these 
things will also cause the people to think! 
Bye-and-bye they will see the trae signifi- 
canee of the struggle, aud I hail everything 
that may help in op ening another ran’s eyes.

A MARKSMAN'S LUCK, 


The Nomination of Judge Gildersiceve as 
Judge of the Court of Sessions. 

New York, August 22.—[(Special.]—A stray 
shot from the great municipal battle has hita 
famous marksman, The wounded mana is 
Judge Henry A. Gildersleeve. He was the 
leader of the American rifle team that so dis- 
tinguished itself in the international matches 
at Wimbledon, and he returned to New York 
a popular hero. At that time he wasa lawyer 
in very moderate practice. Just afterwards, 
there was one of New York’s periodical re- 
volts of the taxpayers against the politicians. 
The parties felta necessity to nominate for 
the ensuing election candidates entirely new 


| to politics. In that emergency, Gildersleeve 


was selected for judge of the court of general 
sessions, which is the tribunal before which 
most of the higher criminals are tried. The 
position hasa salary of $14,000 for a term of 
fourteen years. The idea in nominating Gil. 
dersleéve was that, while clear of political 
taint, he still was well known by name to vo- 
ters. He was elected. Now the grand jury 
bas sented him for “having been ap- 
proacaed by law-breakers for advice, and 
baving counselled concealment or destraction 
of the evidences of crime.” Thejurors de- 
clare that he “held unworthy and improper 
relatious to parties who have been indicted.” 
As this was the grand jury of Gilderaleeve’s 
own court, the stroke is a crusher. 

The persons whom he suffers for are Squire 
and Flynn, the colossal city plunderers lately 
indicted, The special act by Gilderaleeve 
which the jury condemns is that of having 
privately advised Squire that a letter written 
by him, and promising to divide the 
beedie of his office as commis- 
ioner of public works with Fiynn, wonld get 
him into serious trouble if discovered, and 
ought to be at once destroyed. Why Gilder- 
siceve mixed himself up with this gang of 
scoundrels when already so well off as to pub- 
lic cfliee has been a wystery, but it can here be 
made clear, and incidentally an explanation 
given why Squire with so much apparent 
foolishness, quarreled with his fellow-coaspir- 
ators. 

Simply stated the truth is that Squire 
wished to become mayor and Gildersleeve de- 
eired to quit the bench of a criminal court for 
the more exalted one of the supreme court, 
The grand jury had evidence that at a dinner 
give by Squire to a chosen coterie of schemers 
the enterprise was discassed. Gilder-’ 
sleeve and several others were to use their ut- 
most influence to get S ;uire the nomination for 
the mayoralty, and, when he should be seated, 
he wasto reciprocate by promoting Gilder- 
sleeve in his race for the supreme court, 
Thereafter, Squire began to assert bimself as 
more than the mere dummy of Hubert, O. 
Thompson and Flynn, by turning their men 
out of the department. and thus bringing on a 
break that has involved both Fiynn and himself 
in ruin. And now Judge Gildersleeve is struck 
to political death by the grand jury’s missile. 


ELLEN TERRY. 


Asitonishment of Society Circles About Mr. 
Dayard’s Action. 

NEW YorK, August 22.—[Special.]|—There 
is astonishment in fashionable society because 
the family of Secretary of State Bayard has 
received Ellen Terry, the actress, as an hon- 
ored guest. She has had a long and various 
career of formal and informal wedlock, so 
characterized by unconventionality that she 
has been understood as caring nothing for 
that social recognition which was denied her. 
On her gem visit to this country last 
year with Henry Irving, the hospitality ex- 
tended to him stopped short of her, and Fifth 
avenue was not opened to her at all, while he 
wes welccmed. The present visit by Irving 
is avowedly for pleasure only. Theatrical 
men discern init a purpose of keeping him- 
eelf in the remembrance of the American peo- 
ple during the forthcoming tour of his Lon- 
don rival, Wilson Barrett.

THROUGH THE WHIRLPOOL. 


A Boston Mar, With a Cork Vest, Accom- 
plishes the Feat. 

NIAGARA FALLs, Ont, August 22.—Wam. J. 
Kendall, of Boston, today swam snuecessfally 
in acork vest the whirlpool rapids of Niagara 
river. Thetrial was to settle a wager of 
$10,000 made by Boston parties. He was to 
receive one thousand dollars of the stakes. 
There were few spectators of the affair, it hav- 
ing been quiet. Kendall relatcs the follow- 
ing experience: When he reached the spot 
where Captain Webb issupposed to have lost 
his life, the water seemed to go from under 


him, and a huge wave struck him 
on the head and shoulders, 
knocking him senseless. He found 


his swimming abilities of no use, whatever, 
and never expected to come out alive. When 
entering the whirlpoql he was so benumbed 
and partly unconscious that he could not use a 
limb and did not know what he was doing. 
The current took bim right into the mun 
eddy and sucked him down likea flash, ke2p ng 
him under fully fifteen seconds, [pon reach- 
ing the under current he was shot out of the 
pool fully fifty feet from its center. W hen 
he reached the surface of the water he had 
partially regained consciousness, and know- 
ing there was no time to spare before he 
would be dashed down the Jovwer rapids he 
swat to shore. While landing 
he was so overcome that he again became 
unconscious, and his assistants were fully half 
an hour occupied in reviving him with theaid 
of stimulants and by rubbing. When asked 
if he would ever make another trip, he re- 
plied most emphatically’: 

“No: there’s not enough money in the world 
to induce me to repeat this afteraoon’s experi- 
ence. Achild would have the same chance to 
gotbrough the rapids and come out all right 
as an expert swimmer.” 

It took‘ him three minutes to go from the 
railroad bridge to the whirlpool. Kendall is 
24 years of age, six feet two inches in height, 
weighs 195 pounds and is well proportioned. 
He was born in New York but has spent most 
of his life in Boston. The cork vest consisted 
of five pieces of cork, sixteen inches long, four 
inches wide and two inches thick, which were 
sown in white canvass similar to life preser- 
ver.

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PRINCE ALEXANDER. 


Dn aeneeeneeeenneneannend 
HE ABDICATES THE THRONE OF 
BULGARIA. 


Alexander is Escorted to the Border by His Pesple— 
The Reasons Assigned for His Actious—Ru- 
mors of His Arrest—-The Belfast Riote— 
Other Foreign News, Etc., Btc, 


LonpDon, August 22,—A dispatch from Sofia, 
Bulgaria,dated Saturday, says: “The popu- 
lace and troops, quartered in the capital, sur- 
rounded the palaceearly this morning. Prince 
Alexander abdicated, and was escorted over 
the frontier. There was no disorder. The 
populace then assembled and adopted a reso- 
lutier, praying the czar to re-extend his sym- 
patby to the Bulgarian people. The assem- 
blage proceeded to the palaco of the Rus3ian 
agent and submitted to him the resolation, all 
kneeling, The agent assured them of the 
ezar's friendship. A provisional government 
has been formed, composed of six ministers. 

Soria, August 22—The people are tranquil. 
The city is illuminated tonight, and is gayly 
decorated with flags. Premier Clement has 
issued a proclamation announcing the formal 
abdication of Prince Alexander, who renounces 
the throne forever, being convinced that his 
reign would be fatal to Bulgaria. The premier 
states that the new cabinet will serve until 
the meeting of the national assembly, and ex- 
presses the hope that all parties will co- 
operate to maintain law, and assures the 
people that the czar will not leave the country 
withcut his powerfal protection. 

Privee Alexander was escorted to Lom, en 
route to Roumania. The German goverament 
bas ordered Herr Thielman, who was recently. 
appointed German agent at Sofis, to remain at 
Constantinople for the present. Stojanoff, the 
new foreigu minister, has notified the agents 
of the powers of Satarday’s events. 

BERLIN, August 22.—It is stated here that 
Prince Alexander, of Bulgaria, was deposed 
and made prisoner during an inspection of the 
tioops at Widdin. The Cologne Gazatte and 
Berlin Post express the belief that the event 
will tend to preserve the peace. They say 
that Prince Alexander’s personal qualities de- 
served a better fate, but Eogland having re- 
fused bim active support against Rassia, and 
Turkey being afraid to risk war in behalf of 
Bulgaria, and the Gastein meeting showing 
that the alliance was unbroken, his position 
was a hopeless one. 

LONDON, August 22.—The Standard says it 
believes that: 

‘Bismarck and Count Kalnoky were forewarned 
of the Bulgarian revolution, which is full ot tokens 
of larger mischief and widening disturbance, but 
they were heedless. England must intervene to 


save Austria from the consequence of her blunder 
on bad faith.’’ es

A FUGITIVE BANKER’S FATE. 


He and Bis Daughter Shot by a Lunatic in 
His Exite Home in Buenos Ayres. 


Havana, N. Y., August 22.—Newas was re- 
ceived bere yesterday that Kibert P. Cook and 
bis oldest daughter were killed at Buenos 
Ayres, South America, on July 11 by pistol 
shots fired by an insane man. Cook was presi- 
dent of the Cook & Sackett bank, in this town. 
Some time ago he embezzled all the available 
fonds of the bank, drove to Elmira at mid- 
night, avd took a train for Canada, since which 
time his movements have been a mystery 
ur til brought to light by the tragedy, It is 
pow knowp that he went immediately to South 
America, and was joined at Buenos Ayres last 
fail by bis family, consisting of his wife and 
four little girls, the eldest of whom was thir- 
teen years of age. 

A young man by the name of Gluck, from 
Indianapolis, was an iomate of the family 
residence at Buenos Ayres. On Ja'ly 14, 
while Mr. and Mrs, Cook were in the doorway 
of their heme talking, Gluck walked ont 
from apother room, where he had been writ- 
ing, and without the slightest warning shot 
Mr. Cook, Killing him instantly. He then 
turred to shoot Mrs. Cook, whea her eldest 
daughter, Thenkful, who was up stairs, came 
down and was shot through the temple, dy- 
ing instantly. Withthe butt of his pistol 
Giuck then struck Mrs. Cook in the head,

Schlag said, 
but not from the platform, that Detective Vou 
Gerichten, of the district attorney's office, had 
called on him during the day and told hia it 
would be avery wise thing for him not te 
speak. When he did speak, Schlag was verg 
tame inceed. He began with Adam, and hid 
gut by degrees down to the Tompkius square 
rict, when the audience cried out, “Chicago!” 
Chicago!” Schlag repeated the story of bomb 
throwing in Chicago on May 4, and ina burst 
of enthusiasm asked : 

‘‘What did the police expect? Why should 
our friends stand there and be clubbed and 
killed like sheep? What would you do?” 

“Godt schlageus,” (strike them dead) a hun- 
dred voices hoarsely yelled. 

‘‘Well, I would not do exactly that,” said 
Schlag, mildly. “I would not kill them. [I 
would fight them with sticks and stones, what- 
ever I could pick up readily. I woald be 
armed, and strike back.’’ 

“Rache,” (revenge) the audience cried out 
several times. It was plain to be seen that 
Mr. Schlag would forget himself if he wasn’t 
careful, and he stopped right here and went 
out of the ball. 

Charles Schultze, a printer of the Freiheit, 
spoke pext. He said that the police were 
robbers, and that there was no equality or 
freedom in America. The work people were 
the servants of the rich. 

“They think all anarchy is dead now iu 
America. Bat they will find not 100, 200 or 
500 men, but 1,000, 5,000 or 10.000 men stand- 
ing ready to fight tor anarchy. If the police 
and militia strike, you mu:t strike back. 
There must be martyrs in every new move- 
ment,” 

This wasn’t peppery enongh for the audi- 
ence and they began to leave the hall. The 
chairman, Holtze, announced then that a col- 
lection would be gathered for the eight mar- 
tyrs in Chicago. 

Jacob Kaiser, a tinsmith, said: “Oar brothere 
are not condemned for the murder of the 
policemen. bat for the sleepless nights aud 
wearisome days that society bas suffered for 
fear of anarchism.

They 
bave not in all their body ag much courage as 
Ruth had in her little finger. Oh, my friends; 
let us start for heaven and go clear through! 
In the river that runs by the gate in the » 
we shall wash off all our bruises. When Dr. 
Chalmers printed his astronomical discourses, 
they were read in the haylofts, in 
the fields, in the garrets and in the palaces, 
because they advocated the idea that the stars 
were inhabited. ©. hearer, does not your soul 
thrill with the thought that there is another 
world beautifully inhabited? Nay, more, that 
you, by the grace of God, may become one of 
its glorious citizens? 

Ill. Again I remark, if we want to become 
Christians, like Ruth in the text, we must 
chcse the Christian’s habitation. ‘Where 
thou lodgest will I lodge,” cried Ruth to 
Nacmi. She knew that wherever Naomi 
stepped, whether it were hovel or mansion, 
there would be a Christian home, and she 
vanted to be init. What doI mean by a 
Christian home? I mean a home in which the 
Bible is the chief book; a home in which the 
family kneelin prayers; a home in which father 
aud mother are practical Christians; a 
bone in which on Sabbath, from sunrise to 
suucet, there is profitable converse and cheer- 
ful song, and suggestions of a better world. 
Wheth«r the wali be frescoed or not, or only a 
ceiling of unplaned rafters; whether marble 
licns are couchant at the ffont entrance, ora 
pisin latch is lifted by a tow string,that home 
is the ante chamber of heaven. A man never 
geis over having lived in such an early home. 
It bolds you in an eternal grip. Though your 
pare. t; msy have been dead forty years, the 
tears of penitence snd gladness that were 
wept at the family altar still glitter in your 
memory. Nay, do younot now feel warm and 
het on jour hands the tears which that moth- 
er shed thirty years ago, when, one co!d win- 
ter night, she came and wrapped you upin 
the bed and prayed for your welfare here and 
ycur everlasting welfare before the throne? 


O, ye who are to set up your own home, see 
that it be a Christian home, Let Jesus make 
the wine at that wedding. A home without 
God is an awful place, there are so many per- 
ils to threaten it, and God Himself is so bit- 
terly against it; but “the Lord encampeth 
around about the habitation of the just.” 
What a-grand thing it is to have God stand 
guaid at thet door, ve the Lord Jesus the 
family physician, and the wings of angelsthe 
canopy over the pillow, andthe Lord of glory 
a perpetual guest. You say it is important 
that the wife and the mother be a Christian. 
I say to you that itis just as important that 
the husband and father be a Christian. 
Yet how 


many clever meu 
there are who say: “My wife 
does ail the religion of my house. I ama 


wordly man; but I have confidence in her, and 
I think she will bring the whole family up 
allright.” It willnotdo, my brother. The 
fact that you are not a Christian has more in- 
fluence on your family than the fact that your 
wife isa Christian. Your children will say: 
“Father's a very good man; heis nota Chris- 
tian, and if he can risk the future I can risk 
the future.” ©, father and husband! join 
your wife on the road to heaven, and at night 
gather your family at the altar. Do you say, 
“Ican’t pray. I am a man of few words 
and Idon’t think I could put halfa dozen 
sentences together in such a prayer.” You 
can pray; you can. Ifyour child were down 
with scarlet fever, and the next hour were to 
decide its recovery orits death, you would 
pray in sobs,and groans, and paroxysms of 
earnestness. Yes you can pray. When the 
eternal life of your household may depend 
upon your supplication, let your knees limber 
and go down; but if you still insist taat you 
cannot composea prayer, then buy or borrow 
aprayer book ofthe Episcopal’ church, and 
gather your family, and put your prayer book 
on a chair, and kneel down before it, and in 
the solemn and hushed presence of God,gather 
up all your sorrows, and temptations, and 
sins,and cry out: “Good Lord, delive: us.” 


1V. Again,I remark: If we want to be- 
come {‘hristianse, like Ruth inthe text. we 
must choose Christian associations. ‘Thy 

people shall by my people,” cried out Ruth to 
Naomi. “The folks you associate with, I 
want to associate with. They will come and 
see me,and I will go and see them. I want to 
move in the highest of all circles; the circle of 
God’s elect; and therefore, mother, I am going 
back with you to the land of Judah.” Do you 
who are seeking after God—and I suppose 
there are many such in this presence—do you 
who areseeking after God prefer Christian 
society to worldly society? ‘No,’ you say; 
“I prefer the world’s mirth, and the world’s 
laughter, and the world’s innuendo, and 
the world’s paraphernalia,” Well, this is 
a fine country, and you shall have the 
right of choice; but let me tell you that the 
purest mirth, and the most untrammelled 
glee, and the greatest resilience of soul are 
inside Christian companionship, and not out- 
side of it. I have tried both styles of com- 
p«Lionship—the companionship of the ‘vorld 
ard the companionship of Christ; and I know 
by experience. I have been nowso long in 
the cunshiny experience and society of Chris- 
tian people, that when lam compelled to go 
fora little while amid intense worldly society 
I feel depressed. Itislike going out of a 
June garden into an ice house. Men never 
kuow fully how to laugh until they become 
Christians. The world’s langhter hasa jerk 
of diesatisfaction at the end; but when a 
man is consecrated to God, and he is all right 
for the world to come, then when he laugh 
body, mind and soul crackle. Let a group o 
ministers of the ospel, gathered 
from all denominations of Christians, be to- 
gether in a dining-hall, or in a socia) circle, 
and you know they are proverbially jocand. 
O, ye unconverted people! I know not how 
you Can Stand it down in that moping, bilious, 
Siiurnine, worldly association. Come up into 
tre eonlight of Christian societiy—those poo- 
ple or whom all things are working right 
new. and will work right forever. I tell you 
that the sweetest japonicas grow in the Lord’s 
gaidcn; thatthe largest grapes are from the 
vineyards of Canaan; that the most sparkling 
floods break forth from the Roce of Ages, Do 
not tco much pity this Ruth of my text: for 
sheis going to become joint owner of the 
great harvest fields of Boaz. 

V. Once more: If we want to become Chris- 
tians, we must like Ruth in the text, choose 
the Chrictian’s death and burial. She ex- 
claimed: “Where thou diest wil] I die, and 
there will I be buried.” I think we all, when 
leaving this world, would like to be eurround- 
ed by Christian influences. You would not 
like to have your dying pillow surrounded by 
cajicaturists and punsters aud wine bibbers. 
How would you like to have John Leech 
come with his London pictorials, and Christo- 
pber North with his loose fun, and Tom Hood 
with bis rbyming jokes, when you are dying? 
No! Ne! No! Let me havea Christian nurse 
in my last sickness. Let me have a Christian 
phssician to administer the medicines, Let it 
be a Christian wife, or parent, or child, that 
watches the going out of the tides of my mor- 
tel «xistence. Let Christian men come in the 
room end read of the Dlluminated valley, and 
the extinguishment of grief,and drown the 
bcarse blasts of death with the strains of 
“Mount Piegah” and ‘Saint Martin.”

us. QOur friends may cry over us; tears will 
not help us. They may lock sad; what we 
want is radiation in the last moment thinking 
it will help them to die.

Oh, we 
want Christian people in the room so that if 
our hope begins to etruggle they may say: 
“Courage, brother! Allis well!’ In that ex- 
pizing moment I want to hear the old songs 
that we used tosing inchurch and prayer- 
meeting. In that last moment I want to hear 
the voice of some Christian friend pleading 
that the sins and shortcomings of my life may 
be forgiven and the doors of heaven may be 

opened before my entranced spirit. 

“Come sing to me of heaven, 

When I'mabouttodite: . 

. Sing songs of holy ecstacy, 

To waft my soul on high.” 

Yes; Christian people on either side the 
bed, and Christian people at the foot of the 
bed, and Christian people to close my eyes, 
and Christian people to carry me out, and 
Christian people to look after those whom I 
leave behind, and Christian people to remem- 
ber me a little while after I am gone. “Where 
thou diest, will I die, and there will I be 
buried.” 

Sometimes an epitaph covers up more than 
it expresses. Walking through Greenwood 
cemetery I havesometimes seen an inscription 
which impressed me how hard the sculptor and 
friegds were trying to make outa good story 
in stone. 1 saw from the inscription that the 
man or woman buried there 
bad died with hope. The inscription told me 
the man was a member of congress, or a bank 
president, or some prominent citizen, but said 
nothing about bis soul’sdestiny. The body is 
nothing. Thesoul! Thesoul! And here by 
this inscription I see that this man was born 
in 1800 and died in 1875. Seventy-five years 
on earth, and no Christian hope! Oh, if in all 
the cemeteries of your city the graves of those 
who have gone cut of this world unprepared 
sbould sigh on the wind, who would have the 
nerve to diive through such a place? If all 
those who have gone out of this world unpre- 
pared could come back today and float through 
this air, telling thestory of their discomfiture, 
this audience would fall flat on its face, asking 
to be rescued from the avalanche of horror. 

My hearers, do yon wonder that this Rath 
of my text made the Christian’s choice and 
closed it with the ancient form of imprecation 
upon her own soul, if she ever forsook Naomi: 
‘The Lord do so to me, and more also, if 
aught but death part thee and me.” They 
were to live together. Come, the jackals; 
come, the bandits; roll on, Dead sea! My 
hearers, would you not like to be with your 
Christian friends forever? Have there not 
gone out persons from your household whom 
you would Jike to spend eternity with? They 
were mild, and loving, and gentle, and beauti- 
ful, while here. You have no idea that 
the joys of heaven have made them 
worre: Choose their Christ, and you may 
have their heaven. They went in washed 
througk the blood of the Lamb, and you must 
have the same glorious ablution. With hol 
violence I put my hands on you today, to pus! 
you on toward the immediate choice of this 
only Savior. Have Him you must, or perish 
world without end. Elect this moment as one 
of contrition and transport. Oh, give one in- 


tense, earnest, believing, loving gaze into the 
wounds opened for your eternal salvation! 

Some of you I confront for the first and the 
last time until the judgment, and then we 
Will you be ready.

Two Civilizations. 

Two governments may confront each 
other, separated only by a narrow stream or 
am imaginary line, and yet there will be no 
friction, no conflict between them. This, 
however, results from the fact that they are 
under the same civilization. We see this il- 
Iustrated in the case of the United States 
and Canada. [Put when two governments 
exist side by side, under opposite civiliza- 
tions, we see a different state of affairs. For 
am instance we have only to look at the 
United States and Mexico. 

FE] Paso is separated from Paso del Norte 
by a narrow, muddy river. A bridge con- 
nects the two towns, and a street car line 
runs over the bridge. On this side the 
houses, hotele, streets and the people are 
thoroughly modern. On the other side, a 
distance of a stone’s throw, one finds him- 
self in the Middle Ages. It is not merely a 
difference of government and nationalities: 
itis a difference of civilizations. In Paso 
del Norte, life is as slow as it was in 1680. 
It is green and shady.- The streets are nar- 
row and dirty, and smallpox runs riot all 
the year round. There is no help for it, 
because the brown skinned padre tells his 
people in the queer stone church nearly 
three centuries old that vaccination is un- 
Christian. The padre also tells his flock to 
beware of the hurry and worry of the 
Americans. So the people go on century 
after century, drinking and smoking, eating 
frijoles, praying and attending mass, and 
wondering why the foolish Americans 
cannot learn their way of enjoying life. 
They have their feast days and celebrate 
Sendays with cockfights, bullfights and 
monte games. Occasionally they catch an 
American, and the whole town has a regular 
pienic. The victim is robbed, stripped to 
his shirt, paraded through the streets and 
half starved in prison until they get tired of 
him. They would like to persecute English- 
men in the same way, but they have learned 
what all nations know, that England’s 
etropg arm protects her humblest citizens in 
every land under the sun. 

This is Mexico and Mexican civilization. 
Pace to face with it is the lively, progressive 
American town of F1 Paso. How long can 
peace with honor be maintained under such 
conditions’ By submitting to insult and 
injury we may succeed for a time in avert- 
img open war, but sooner or later there must 
be @ fima) setilement. When we fall out 
with Canada there is a possibility of adjust- 
img matters under a new treaty, because 
both parties understand each other and hace 
something incommon.

The Tempest in Texas. 

For two days details of the great storm in 
Texas have been coming in, but the full ex- 
tent of the calamity has not yet been ascer- 
taimed. The tempest was a genuine West 
India hurricane. From Maury and other 
physical geographers, the nature of these 
disturbances has been tolerably well learned 
by those who have cared to study the subject. 
According to Maury, the cyclones or hurri- 
canes of the Gulf of Mexico and the Carib- 
bean sea, are formed among the peaks of St. 
Thomas and other mountainous islands be- 
tween the Atlantic and the great Mediterra- 
nean of America, which islands he calls the 
“weather breeders’’ of the western seas. 
The following summary from the New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat, will be of interest : 

In the cities of our country, on or near the gulf, 
they are first heard of coming up among the larger 
West India islands, steadily moving northeast- 
ward ; next they sweep the shores of Louisiana 
and Texas, and then, as if fearful of making a far 
inland invasion, turn to the northeastward, visit- 
ing their wrath and wreckage along the Atlantic 
coast, flooding the rice fields of Georgia and the 
Carolinas, committing sad havoc about Hatteras, 
and sometimes howling along the rock bound coast 
of Nova Scotia and turning off into the northern 
Atlantic, to have their thermal activity frozen by 
the icebergs. Some of thete storms have exactly 


conformed to the line of the gulf stream currents. 
In the years 1812 and 1819, old chroniclers mention 


the visitation of disastrous hurricanes in New Or- 
leans. 

In 1881 the most terrific hurricane ever known 
here, swept over lower Louisiana. The historian, 
Bunner, says of it: 

“A tremendous storm, setting in from the cast, 
afterward shifting to the south, and continuing 
from the 16th to the 17th of August, drove back the 
waters of the culf into the lakes and bayous, s0 as 
to flood New Orleans andthe whole country bor- 
dering the sca. The water, indeed, was so high in 
the river that many vessels were driven on the 
levee. The damage to the town exceeded a hun- 
dred thousand dollars, and the loss of the planters 
(sugar) Was much more severe.”’ 

In 1856, on the Wth of August, a date stillre- 
membered with horror by many Louisianians, @ 
severe hurricane swept up to our coast from the 
eastward, blew awaythe Last Island hotel, and 
drowned many people, among whom were repre: 
sentatives of some of the most prominent families 
in the state. This has always been remembered 
as the ** Last Island storm.”’ 

On the 10th of August, 1560, a hurricane, coming 
from the eastward, drove the waters of the galf 
over the levees into the river in the lower part of 
Plaquemines parish, causing the drowning of a 
number of persons, in some instances entire fami- 
lies having been lost. 

The Texas storm was generated several 
days ago in the West Indies. It moved 
slowly, and the dwellers on the gulf coast 
were warned of its approach long before it 
reached them. It seems that it did not 
sperd its entire fury on the coast. At Vic- 
toria and Cuero the destruction was fearful, 
and it will be sometime before it will be 
known how many lives were lost at other 
points. The reports from Galveston and 
Indianola are of an appalling character. 

At the present writing it is impossible to 
say what has become of the hurricane. It 
may have wasted its energies in the gulf; 
but, on the other hand, it may appear on 
the coast of “Louisiana and Mississippi, and, 
following the example of its predecessors, 
scatter everything right and left in a march 
of one or two thousand miles up our eastern 
seacoast. A day or two will settle the un- 


certainty.

Colonel Gilder Will Start. 

It has been decided finally that Colonel 
Gilder will take his trip toward the north 
pole. In fact if the programme hag not been 
interfered with the colonel is already on his 
way. He goes without any flourish of trum- 
pets and is accompanied by only one man, 
Lieutenant Grifliths, who has some experi- 
ence in Arctic explorations. The explorers 
will go through Canada according to the 
plan originally mapped out. When they 
get into the land of ice they will be very 
careful and will not venture beyond the 
reach of provisions. They will leave behind 
a well-defined line for retreat. In‘Short, it 
seems that Colonel Gilder means to merely 
blaze a way for future exploring parties and 
to be able to help science get a safe glimpse 
of the frozen part of the earth. The colonel’s 
idea is to ‘‘go slow.’’ He wil! take no need- 
less risks and hopes to be back in three years. 

It is not known how far he intends to 
venture, but it cannot be expected that he 
will bring back the information which the 
world has £0 long sought, namely, the ex- 
istence or non-existence of an open, naviga- 
hle polar sea. That is all the world cares to 
know about the north pole. 

For hundreds of years man has been fas- 
cinated by the mystery which lies beyond 
the glaciers of Spitzbergen and the frozen 
peaks of Greenland’s icy mountains. 

Many venturesome spirits have met death 
five hundred miles this side of the pole, but 
their fate has not deterred those who lived 
in succeedivg years. As late as 1873, seven- 
teen Norwegians were lost in the ice off the 
Spitzbergen coast, and the sufferings of our 
own Greely party are still fresh in the pnblic 
memory. The weather has no regard for the 
presence of the adventurers. Woe comes to 
the unfortunate whose resources are not suf- 
ficient for his needs, Even the ship which 
ventures into polar seas is liable to be 
caught in the vise-like grasp of the ice and 
perhaps be crushed like an egg amid a cart- 
load of cobble stones. The world needs the 
open polar sea, but the man who goes out to 
find it shonld be one whose family will not 
suffer if he fails to return,

She went to New York in 
1837, and Frank Leslie engaged her to edit 
the first of the magazines that his publishing 
house ever issued.“ Her novels appeared in this 
megazine and won somuch popularity that 
Peterson Brothers, of Philadelphia, engaged 
ber to write exclusively forthem. For over 
half a century she continued to write novels, 
nearly every one Of which obtained a profita- 
ble sale. Shemade afortune long ago, but 
stilf continued, even when she had reached 
three score years and ten, to add a novel year- 
ly to the long list of her works. The Peter- 
sons have issued halfa hundred works from 
her pen, the best known of which is “Fashion 
and Famine,” published in 1854. So great was 
its popularity that three different version were 
done in French. Mrs, Stephens wrote a num- 
ber of poems,but published only a few of them.

The Count and Countess Bocarme, of Belgi- 
um, im 1551, forced nicotine, the omaatint 
principle of tobacco, into the mouth of M. 
Fougnies, the countess’ brother. No one saw 
the crime perpetrated, and the uliar odor 
of the nicotine was almost completely remov- 
ed by the use of aectic acid. The count was, 
however, condemned and executed. He was 
proved to have had nicotine in his postession, 
and other circumstantial evidence was adduc- 
ed. A chemist found a small quantity of the 
polgon in the remains, and on the floor, where 
it had been spilled. Poisoning is one of the 
most dangerous as wellas dastardly form of 
crime. One must be cunning indeed to buy a 
potent drug without exciting suspicion, and 
be is quite sure fatally to blunder in its use. 
He can hardly fail to leave some traces of his 
work, even if the spectroscope, which can 
show the presence of half a millionth grain of 
arsenic or strychnine, does not expoze him. 
If detected, he can hope for no pity or mercy, 
for the lea or overpowering 
passion whic the user of the 
knife or pistol may offer, can never be made 
to cover the deliberate and generally repeated 
administration of a deadly powder or “cursed 
hebenon in a vial.’ Our American Brinvil- 
liers is not likely to escape the fate of her 
French prototype or of Ann Turner, the Eng- 
lish prisoner who made yellow ruffs unfash- 
i pable by being hanged in one. Crimes like 
theirs and like those of Palmer, of Bugby, and 
Madame Laffarge, the husband poisoner whose 
case suggested to Dumas many incidents of 
“Monte Cristo,” can be explained or palliated 
by no allegation of moral insanity or other 
legal fiction. When we read of Mrs. Robin: 
son’s acts we are reminded ofthe murder of 
Emryeror Claudius by the professional assassin 
Locusta, by direction of Empress Agr pina. 
Locusta was in prison, but was promised her 
pardon and a large reward if she would fur- 
nish a poisou that would dis- 
turb the brain without too rapid- 
ly destroying life. Doubtless, from the symp: 
toms, aconite or stramouium was used. It was 
infused. intoa mushroom, of which the em- 
peror was especially fond. Aggrippina gave it 
to him with her own hand. After tasting it he 
became very quiet and called for wine. He 
e0on became insensible and was carried off to 
bed. The quantity of wine he had drank 
weakened the effects of the poison, and at a 
sign from Aggrippina his physicians finished 
the work by tickling the throat of the suffer- 
er with a poisoned feather. Actual, if not po- 
etic justice was rendered to Locusta, who was 
afterward executed for endeavoring to poison 
Aggrippina’s son,Nero: and to Aggrippina,who 
was murdered by that same son. If assassins 
are too Lumerous, it isa satisfaction to know 
that in all agesthey have usually got their 
dues, even in this world. i ee

Sandbillers Near Columbia Who Find Kaolia 
Palatable, 

CoLumeiA, 8. C., August 21.—[Special.|— 
Whilst standing in Main street today convers- 
ivg with a talentedand entertaining young phy- 
sician of this city, I was acoésted suddenly by 
an old man who thrust a paper into my un- 
willing hand, uttering these pathetic words as 
he did so; “For God's sake, read it, gentle- 
men, 

My friend, who was prejudiced againt beg- 
gars in general, and “‘sandhillers’” in particu- 
lar, was forg sternly ane the intruder 
but something liarly pleading in the a 
| mendicant’s look arrested that purpose and 
impelled him to follow the dictates of his 
ncbler nature, and to relieve the distresses of 
the poor wretch. I, too,fconld not restrain a 
charitable impulse, and, placing a small coin in 
the itching palm which pleaded for alms, I 
turned to my companion, as the old mansham- 
bled off, chuckling over his good luck and 

ingling the money in his bony hand. Whilst 

towing our small alms, I y scanned 
the old greasy paper, Which contained these 
words, with several iliegibly scrawled signa- 
tures at the bottom: “To whom it may con- 
cern: The bearer is one hundred years old, 
worthy of assistance, for he is unable to work.” 

Here there was a genuine centenarian, and 
we did not begrudge what we had given him. 
But whatastrange looking being he was? 
How unearthy his visage, how yellow his com- 
plexion, and how shrunken his cheeks, what 
pleading but lustreless eyes, and what a miser- 
ably emaciated and drawn up body. A type of 
man but infrequently met with. 
I had £een him before, and 
had encountered in the streets of Columbia 
occasionaliy wen and women not unlike him, 
but had never imagined that he wasmorethan 
sixty-five or seventy years old. The eyes of 
my medical friend followed the retreating form 
and he dryly remarked: “Do you know that 
he is genuine clay eater?” 

“A what?” exclaimed I. 

“Why, a man that lives on clay: one whose 
principal alimentis kaolin, ora kind of smooth, 
gritless, moist clay, that abounds in all sand- 
hill regions.” 

‘Now, surely you don’t expect me to swal- 
low that statement any moréthan I would ex- 
pect that man to swallow a gob of mud.” 

“Why, most assuredly I do,” said he, “for 
‘tis as true as gospel, and I know what I am 
talking about.’’ 

“But you don’t think I’m so gullible as to 
believe that this man, who is over a hundred 
years old, has been blessed with this remarka- 
ble longevity beeause he ate tasteless clay!’’ 

“It is strange, yet itis true. I have madea 
study of the question, and have, during my in- 
vestigations, witnessed some striking revela- 
tions. Now, to begin with, I haveseen “sand- 
hillers’ in certain parts of North and South 
Carolina, and some within ten miles of Colum- 
bia, while engaged in eating their dinner, and 
have observed them consume, with evident 
relish, large quantities of clay; and what's 
more, I have joined in their frugal repast and 
partaken of some of the stuff myself.” 

‘*Well, what does it taste like, and how does 
it affect one?” 

“It is nearly tasteless, but some of the clay 
eating epicures profess to enjoy it because of a 
delicate flavor it possesses. Itis white, devoid 
of gritand not unlike the kaolin of which 


plates and saucers are made. 
There is nothing disagreeable about 
this clay, and it may be taken into the 


stomach with impunity. Itis not injurious 
as an article of diet; indeed many contend that 
it insures longevity and wards off several) dis- 
eases. ‘There are well authenticated instances 
of wonderful longevity among ‘“‘clay-eaters,” 
and it is well understood by such of the facalty 
as have studiec the subject that none of the 
‘“sandbillers” ever suffer with indigestion or 
dyspepsia, and I have never known one to die 
of consumption; in fact, foolish as it may seem, 
| am constrained to believe that this strange 
habit exempts the “‘clayeaters” from many of 
the ailments to which the rest of the human 
family are heir. Of course there is nothing 
very succulent or nutritious abouta slice of 
clay, but it certainly allays the gnawings of 
hunger. This it does by distending che walls 
of the stomach. It is not to be expected that 
a clay diet will take entirely the place of 
bread and meat, butit does this to a certain 
extent.” 

The doctor paused and I marveled at what 
hetold me. Continuing, hesaid: “In my 
country practice, which occasionally carries 
me out, into the sandhills (occasionally I say, 
for although the sandhillers are the sickliest 
looking, most cadaverous and wo-be-gone be- 
ings in the world, they are the healthiest), I 
have good opportunities to study their peculiar 
habits.

“Asa general thing, yes,” was the reply, 
“but sometimes their table is garnished by a 
kind of yellowish marl, somewhat scarce, 
which they consume with a keen relish. It is 
eaid to taste sweet, and they use it as a dessert. 
They, however, draw theline atred clay. 
This noteven their iron clad stomachs can 
digest. ‘Don’t you eat red clay?’ I asked a 
gawky old fellow. ‘No, surree,’ was his ani- 
mated response, “I have occasionally had er

THOUGHTS OF A FREE THINKER. 


Eprrors Constitution: I, having had the 
pleasure of perusing reveral copies of your paper 
recently, ask the honor to express through your 
paper my feelings, as well as the feelings and sen- 
timents generally of the people of this vast 
southern empire—this solil south, as it is 
+o often sarcastically called by the northern press, 
The two most interesting.and important subjects 
open for the world’s consideration, gossip and 
critici«m, that have gone the rounds of journalism 
for years arenow attheir highest pitch, and are 
today drawing the attention of foreign sovereigns 
as well as of each and every American citizen at 
home, over whom waves the bannerof tte stars 
and stripes as an emblem of freedom and protec- 


tion. 

The first in question is the seizure of American 
verrels ~ hee Canadian authorities, and upon 
some weak pretext. and it beingtruly done on ac- 
count of the spirit of rivalry existing on account 
of fishery interests between the New England 
states and Canada.

MEXICAN GULF MONSTERS. 


The Rapacious Shark and the Big Devil 
Fish. 
From the Galveston News. 

The Gulf of Mexico and Galveston Bay are 
both favorite resorts of many members of the 
shark family, some of which attain large size, 
there having been for exhibition at the sher- 
iff’s office for months the jaws of one of these 
monsters, armed with three rows of savage 
teeth, which when opened could easily be 
tlaced over the shoulders of a large man. 
The monster to which these sanguinary ap- 
pendages pertained measured when in good 
health seventeen feet from tip of nose to end 
of tal. Of the hundred different species 
known, perhaps a half dozen inhabit these 
waters and, although both formidable and re- 
pu'sive in appearance, there are no well au- 
thenticated instances since the settlement of 
the city of their having attacked man, al- 
though they are both voracious and fearless 
wien hungry, as the following incident will 
show: 

Last summer.as the quarantine steamer 
Hygeia was coming in from outside the bar, a 
large scbool of porpoises was playing round 
the vesse), when the engineer, *‘Billy” Bristol, 
opened fire on them with an old fashioned 
forty-five caliber revolver, and by a chance 
sbot killed one. The ve.sel was stopped; the 
|; orpoise, which would weigh several hundred 
pounds, was secured by a sharp noose around 
the taii and left hanging over the ships side 
head down in the water. Within a very few 
moments a huge shark, probably eighteen feet 
in length*made arush for the p-rpoise and, 
although fred upon, cut it in twain and then 
shortly after made another rush for the re- 
m:inder and bit that in two just above the 
ivi], which was left hanging, and made off, 
despite the fact that two pistol shots were fired 
into its head, without avy apparent effect. 
On the last rush the shark’s head was well out 
of water and when fired on was not more than 
three or four feet from the pistol’s mouth. No 
sma)] degree of excitement was caused in the 
ciiy during the latter part of July. 1885, by 
the visit to the Gulf of a school of fish known 
as the Cephaloptera vampyrus, or devil fish, 
one of which was captured and placed on ex- 
hibition. The firh captured measured eight 
feet in length and sixteen feet four inches in 
breadth and weighed several thousand pounds, 
A description given at the time was as foilows: 
“Head truncated in front and provided witha 
pointed wing like process separ ite from the 
pectoral fing and seemingly capable of inde- 


_D€ndent motion. These wings, or horns, pro- 


vided on either tile of the head, are two fect 
two inches in length, triangular in shape, re- 
sem blings wings, waking the transverse diam- 
eter of the fish greater than the longitudinal 
with tail included. These pectorals from tip 
to tip measure sixteen feet four inches, while 
the body proper is only eight feet in length 
and the tail about three and a half feet. The 
jaws are at the end of the head, the lower the 
more advanced, and the traverse diameter of 
the mouth measures two feet ten inches. The 
eyes are small and lateral, resembling those 
of anelephant and are situated on either outer 
sideof the protruding wings, or frontal horns 
and are comsequentiy about three feet apart. 
The tail is elongated, like a whip lash, armed 
near the root with a prominently surrated spi- 
ns] protuberance. The the teeth are small, 
pumerous, flat and arranged in many rows: 
The mouth. when opened, could easily accom- 
mcdate a fiour barrel. The nostrils are small 
and are situated near the ang'es of the mouth 
and openings, which are probably the ears, are 
situated on the dorsal aspect of the appen- 
dag«s of the head bebind the eyes. Several 
large linear openings (five on each) are in the 
stcmach. Theskin is rough tothe toch, of 
a blackish Lrown, and the belly white and 
very slimy.
